Twenty-seven years ago, there were 75 
million fewer people in the United 
States, Ike was president (there have 
been six since), Lou Thesz was the 
NWA champion (there have been 13 
since), Sugar Ray Robinson was the 
middleweight champion of the world, 
Around the World in 80 Days won the 
Academy Award, The Phil Silvers 
Show won an Emmy Award, Elvis 
Presley’s ‘‘Heartbreak Hotel’? was the 
song of the year. 

And Stu Saks was seven months 
old. 

They talk about the great dynasties 
of sport. The Boston Celtics in basket- 
ball, the New York Yankees in base- 
ball, The New York Islanders in hock- 
ey, Bruno Sammartino in wrestling. 
Let us not forget women’s wrestling. 
Because the female half of this great 
sport boasts the most incredible dynas- 
ty in the history of sport. 

Fabulous Moolah (then known as 
“Slave Girl’? Moolah) won the World 
title from June Byers on September 18, 
1956. According to her own estima- 
tion, she made almost 3,000 title de- 
fenses over the next 27 years. It’s iron- 
ic—and a little bit sad—that the one 
match in her career that received the 
most publicity was the match in which 
she finally lost the title.

Most popular wrestler of the year: There have been so 
many in 1984, it’s difficult to judge. Certainly Jimmy 
Valiant, by virtue of his expanding ‘“‘Boogie Woogie Bri- 
gade,’’ would have to be considered a top contender. Sgt. 
Slaughter’s feud with The Iron Sheik would also make 
him a favorite in this category. Dusty Rhodes has been 
riding high in the popularity ratings this year, and his 
excellent match against NWA World champion Ric Flair, 
a match that brought Rhodes the honor of being named 
‘Champion of Champions,’’ is not going to hurt his vote 
total. Rick Steamboat’s return to the ring this year cap- 
tured the hearts of wrestling fans throughout the country. 
Billy Jack’s rise to national prominence in the Florida 
area won him millions of new fans in 1984. And there are 
sO Many more names to choose from, it’s almost impossi- 
ble to pick three or four potential top finishers. One thing 
is certain: With so many top candidates, the balloting in

this category is sure to provide one of the 
fiercest contests of the entire voting 
process. 

Match of the year: Thus far, I would 
have to concede that there are two front- 
runners: Kerry Von Erich’s defeat of Ric 
Flair in front of 43,517 fans on May 6 in 
Irving, Texas, to capture the NWA 
World title, and Rick Martel’s AWA 

World title victory over Jumbo Tsuruta 
May 13 in St. Paul, Minnesota, But there 

are a couple of dark horse possibilities 

that could finish right up there, too. Ric 
Flair’s regaining of the NWA World belt 

from Kerry Von Erich in Japan on May 
24; Magnum T.A.’s feud-culminating de- 
feat of Mr, Wrestling II, capturing the North American title 
in Tulsa, Oklahoma, on May 13; Ric Flair’s incredible title 
defense against Rick Steamboat in New Jersey’s Meadow- 
lands on May 29; and Hulk Hogan’s defeat of The Iron 
Sheik on January 23 in Madison Square Garden to cap- 
ture the WWF title. 

Tag tearn of the year: This has been an incredible year 
for tag team wrestling so far. In the wake of an attempt- 
ed ban on The Road Warriors by the NWA, Hawk and 
Animal have gone to the AWA area; their activities in the 
AWA in the near future will no doubt affect the number 
of votes they receive in the final balloting. But there is 
always the chance that they could become the first team 
to win this honor two years in a row. They’ve got stiff 
competition, however, in The Fabulous Ones, The Rock 
*‘n’ Roll Express, The Von Erichs, Barry Windham & 
Mike Rotundo, The Freebirds, The Fantastic Ones, The 
Midnight Express, Baron Von Raschke & Crusher, and 
Jay Youngblood & The Renegade. They’re all excellent 
teams, and while fans may rally in support of the War- 
riors -because of the ban attempt, I don’t think this cate- 
gory will be a runaway victory for Hawk and Animal. 

Manager of the year: \t will be interesting to see how 
Captain Lou Albano’s involvement with rock star Cyndi 
Lauper, an involvement that thrust him into the media 
spotlight but took him away from the wrestling ring for a 
considerable period of time in 1984, will affect his vote 
total. J.J. Dillon claimed that.he would be the first man 
in history to capture Manager of the Year honors three 
years in a row, but he has been relatively inactive for 
much of 1984 and isn’t likely to secure his hat trick. 
Precious Paul Ellering guided The Road Warriors out of 
the NWA and into the AWA, where he will be vying for 
attention with Sheik Adnan Al-Kaissie and Bobby 
Heenan. Essentially, this category is up for grabs: Jimmy 
Hart, Gary Hart, Jim Cornette, Sir Oliver Humperdink, 
Fred Blassie, Paul Jones, Gen. Skandor Akbar—all hated 
men, and all very capable of breaking away from the 
pack to win the manager of the year honors. 

Four categories, and four extremely exciting and close 
races. And the other categories—Most Hated Wrestler of 
the Year, Most Improved Wrestler of the Year, Rookie of 
the Year, Wrestler of the Year, and Inspirational Wrestler 
of the Year—all demonstrate intriguing contests and dy- 
namics of their own. 

1984 has been one of the most exciting years yet in 
professional wrestling.

Wrestling fans from coast to coast 
who tuned in to Atlanta SuperStation 
WTBS on July 14 received quite a 
shock. 

Instead of seeing World Champion- 
ship Wrestling announcers Gordon 
Solie and Ole Anderson and such 
Georgia area stars as Ted DiBiase, 
Ronnie Garvin, Brad Armstrong, 
and Tim Horner, viewers saw WWF 
television commentator Vince McMa- 
hon and WWF area competitors such

as George “The Animal” Steele, 
Tony Garea, Bobo Brazil, Brian 
Blair, and Terry Daniels. 

Viewers were understandably con- 
fused. Within one week, over 500 
complaints were phoned in to the 
WTBS programming department. Let- 
ters began arriving at. the offices of 
Inside Wrestling asking for an explana- 
tion of why the WWF had taken televi- 
sion time away from the Georgia area 
stars. Many of the letter writers pointed 
out that they already had the opportu- 
nity to see several WWF television pro- 


grams over the course of a week, and 
didn’t want to see yet another WWF 
production—particularly at the expense 
of Solie, Anderson, and the Georgia 
area wrestlers. 

“Here in Maryland,’’ wrote Trent 
Zimmerman of Frederick, Maryland, 
“the WWF now has three wrestling pro- 
grams on Saturday and two on Sunday 
and one on Tuesday with an accumula- 
tion of 742 hours of programs in three 
days. They have just lost another 
viewer, and | think I’m speaking for 
hundreds of other wrestling fans across 
the United States,’’

and the NWA will appear in the De- 
cember issue of our sister publication 
Pro Wrestling Illustrated, on sale Sep- 
tember 25. 

Ted DiBiase is the new National 
heavyweight champion, having de- 
feated The Spoiler for the title on 
July 14. “Since Spoiler won the title, 
people have asked me about wrestling 
him for the belt,” DiBiase said, ‘‘| 
always said that it didn’t matter

When | told him something, it 
stuck. Those first few weeks were 
like watching a flower come into 
full bloom. Even | was amazed at 
the progress T.A. made. And the 
reason he made that progress 
was that he wanted the title so 


badly. 
There was one thing that T.A. 
didn’t have, however. It was 


something | couldn’t show him in 


the gym, and it was something 
that | couldn’t teach him talking 
man to man. What Terry didn’t 
have was anger. 

Sometimes, anger can be the 
most important weapon at a wres- 
tler’s disposal. It fuels you with 


- adrenaline. It gives you that extra 


effort, a second wind. It makes 
you better than you really are. 
Without it, he’d always be a com- 
petent wrestler ‘with good skills, 
but he’d never be the wrestler he 
wanted to be. He’d never be 
North American champion. 
| wondered for a long time 
about what | could do to bring the 
anger, out in Terry. One day we 
were in the gym working on the 
single-leg trip and | decided to 
throw a kneelift at his face as he 
was lunging in. | hoped that that 
might get him a little angry. | held 
back a little, but | still caught him 
pretty good on the side of his 
face. He dropped down to the 
mat and rolled over to look up at 
me. 
| looked down and | said, 
“Well?’”” He didn’t say anything at 
first, and then he said something 
about being clumsy. He thought 
he had hit his face into my knee. | 
asked him if he ever considered 
that | might have done it on pur- 
pose, and he said, “‘I trust you, Il. 
You wouldn’t do something like 
that.”” I'll never forget that, be- 
cause it was then that | figured 
out what | had to do to make 
Magnum T.A. North American

In the face of a potential ban by NWA commissioners and officials, The 
Road Warriors made a play for what many people consider the greatest 
tag team prize in all of wrestling: the NWA World tag team belts. They 
came close to defeating champions Ivan Koloff and Don Kernodle, but 
they'll never receive the rematch that could bring them the belts. This

seemed within The Road War- 
riors’ grasp. In a matter of sec- 
onds, Hawk could pin Kernodle’s 
shoulders to the mat and capture 
the NWA World tag team belts for 
him and for his partner, Road 
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Road Warrior Hawk, anticipating victory, proudly stands atop the 
middle turnbuckle (above). Something he didn’t anticipate was Don 


Kernodle rolling out of his path (right). 


Warrior Animal. 

Hawk hurled himself into the air 
for a flying bodypress, but Ker- 
nodle was apparently playing pos- 
sum. He rolled out of the way, 
and Hawk crashed to the mat, ab- 
sorbing the impact of his collision 
with the canvas on his knees. 

Oddly enough, Road Warrior 
manager Paul Ellering was not at 
ringside for this match. If he had 
been, he would have been frantic 
with frustration and anger. 

Hawk was stunned. And on the 
ring apron, Animal was going 
wild. He entered the ring to help 
his partner, just as lvan Koloff ran 
into the ring to help Kernodle. 

Kernodle and Koloff double- 
teamed Animal as Hawk struggled 
to regain his senses. Once Hawk 
had done so, a four-way brawl en- 
sued. Chaos ruled as the ring be- 
came a frenzied blur of forearm 
smashes, bodyslams, and closed- 
fist punches. 

The referee, who had lost com- 
* plete control of the match, sig- 
naled the timekeeper. The bell 
rang several times as the fans 
cheered the Warriors. Finally, or-

prematch favorites in this. match. 


der was restored and the referee 
handed down the final decision: 
double-disqualification. 

The Roanoke, Virginia, fans, 
clearly partial to the Warriors, 


booed the decision. The Warriors 
were angry. Koloff and Kernodle 
smiled at each other, took their 
belts, and returned to their dress- 
ing room. 

Most ringside observers felt that 
the champions were lucky to have 
emerged from the match with 
their belts. Hawk and Animal had 
the edge as far as raw strength 
and energy are concerned, and 
the fans were overwhelmingly on 
their side. 

Under ordinary conditions, this 
title match wouldn’t attract any 
special attention. But looking back 
on that particular evening, there 
remain several unanswered 
questions: 

@Why wasn’t Ellering at ring- 
side for this most important title 
match? 

@Why didn’t the Warriors re- 
ceive a rematch following the dou- 
ble-DQ decision? 

@ What effect did an impending 
ban on the Warriors by the NWA 
(reported extensively in the Sep- 
tember 1984 issue of Pro Wres- 
tling Illustrated and the Fall 1984 
issue of Wrestling 84) have on

Inside Wrestling contacted Pre- 
cious Paul Ellering for some 
answers. 

“I! don’t see why | should con- 
tinue to be the object of incessant 
hounding by your staff of clearly 
substandard reporters,” Ellering 
told us. “The affairs of The Le- 
gion of Doom are for me to know 
and for no one else to find out, 
and the only thing | have to an- 
swer to is the bottom line of my 
quarterly financial statement.” 

Despite Ellering’s insistence on 
remaining quiet on this subject, or 
perhaps because of his silence, a 
great deal of speculation has aris- 
en regarding the questions posed 
above. 

Indeed, many close followers of 
the activities of The Legion of 
Doom believe that Ellering was 
traveling throughout the AWA ter- 
ritory at the time of the match, 
working on contracts to bring his 
Road Warriors to that area.

Ric Flair arrived at the Orange 
Bow! only minutes before the first 
match was scheduled to begin. He 
appeared to be cocky, arrogant, 
and extremely sure of himself. I 
remember thinking at the time that 
he was more sure of himself than 
I'd ever seen before. 

I also remember thinking that 
being too sure of yourself is a very 
dangerous way to step into the 
ring for an important match. 

“My first NWA title reign started 
when I defeated Rhodes,” Flair 
sneered, “and I’m not womed at 
all about defeating him here to- 
night. In fact, wit my NWA belt 
not on the line in this match, I can 
go all out without any fear of error. 
Rhodes is in trouble, that’s for 
certain. 

“My three NWA World ttle 
reigns have already proven that I 
am the one and only champion of 
champions,” Flair said, “but to- 
night’s the night I prove it to all 
these Florida fans.

“SUCCESS HASN'T 
SPOILED ME” 


INTERVIEW CONDUCTED BY CRAIG PETERS 


ANS WHO HAVE _ followed 
Gino Hernandez’ career since his 
debut in the mid-1970s might have 
been baffled for much of the last year. 
Following a bitter feud in the South- 
west area with Tully Blanchard back in 
the summer of 1983, Hernandez disap- 
peared completely from the wrestling 
scene. There were rumors that he had 
surfaced in Hollywood where he was 
seeking a career in film and television, 
but nobody knew for sure where he 
was or what he was doing. 

But the summer of 1984 saw 
Hernandez burst back on the profes- 
sional wrestling scene with unprece- 
dented success. He quickly captured 
the World Class American title from 
Gorgeous Jim Garvin, and_ shorily 
thereafter won a tournament for the 
vacant World Class Texas heavyweight 
title, defeating NWA World champion 
Ric Flair in the final round for the 
belt. 

Hernandez currently holds and de- 
fends both titles throughout the World 
Class area. 

Associate Editor Craig Peters recent- 
ly spoke with Hernandez at his home 
in Houston. 
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Q: This is something of a rarity, isn’t 
it, Gino? I mean, the fact that you 
have both the Texas title and the 
American title is... 

A: Two things right off the bat, Pe- 
ters.

My holding both World

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Junkyard Dog vs. Butch Reed 


UNKYARD DOG IS not the kind 

of man who takes kindly to being 
painted yellow. Or _ tarred-and- 
feathered. 

Not that any man would enjoy be- 
ing victimized like that, but that’s not 
the point. The point is that few men in 
this world are able to do much about 
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it. And fewer still are able to do as 
much about it as Junkyard Dog. 
“This here Hacksaw Reed is the big- 
gest coward I ever seen,” Junkyard 
Dog told Inside Wrestling during an 
interview in June. “‘He ambushed me 
in the ring and slapped me all over 
with yellow paint, trying to prove to

the world that I got some kind of yel- 
low streak, then he turned tail and ran 
and really proved who the coward is. 

“And then him and his stooges 
worked it so that I’d get myself cov- 
ered with molasses and feathers,”

something about.” 

And what did Butch Reed have to 
say about Junkyard Dog? 

“That slimy ol’ dog is just a flea- 
bitten old has-been,’’ Reed said, ‘‘and 
he’s a dummy besides.

“Reed is the flea on the Dog’s 
back,’’ Junkyard Dog howled, ‘“‘and 
when I scratch a flea, you can bet that 
the flea is gonna jump and dance and 
be gone before long. Yes, daddy, I aim 
to take care of Reed once and for all.” 

Junkyard Dog’s opportunity to gain 
revenge against Butch Reed came in 
Houston. Dog had petitioned the Mid- 
South officials and requested that a 
special match—a ghetto streetfight—be 
sanctioned to settle the feud.

A ghetto streetfight. Anything goes. 
The final solution to a problem that 
had drawn Junkyard Dog and Butch 
Reed into a series of matches that had 
shocked and stunned Mid-South wres- 
tling fans by their brutality and 
savagery. 

The fans in the Sam Houston Coli- 
seum were abuzz with anticipation. 
They had witnessed the yellow paint 
and tar-and-feather incidents that had 
caused Junkyard Dog so much embar- 
rassment over the past few months. 
They are staunch fans of Junkyard 
Dog. They were there to see the Dog 
have his day. 

Both men wore street clothes for the 
match. Reed wore wrestling boots, 
while Junkyard Dog wore cowboy 
boots. 

Reed moved in for the first attack, 
even before the bell signaled the start 
of the match. He hit the Dog with a 
powerful series of elbow and forearm 
smashes, followed up with a dropkick, 
and began tearing the Dog’s shirt off 
his back. 

The Dog was face-down on the mat 
and Reed was straddling his back. 
Reed pulled off his belt and began 
choking JYD. The Dog powered to his 
knees, and Reed took the belt and 
wrapped it through JYD’s mouth, 
pulled back viciously, and nearly 
snapped JYD’s neck in two. 

Reed flipped JYD over on his back 
and went for a quick pin, but the Dog 
was ready to strike back. Within sec- 
onds, Reed and JYD became a virtual 
blur of activity, striking out at each 
other with the pent-up vengeance of 
months of hostility. 

Reed gained the advantage once 
more, powering JYD to the mat with 
another series of elbow and forearm 
smashes. Several kicks to JYD’s side 
had the Dog near the ring apron, and

On May 6 in Green Bay, Wiscon- 
sin’s Brown County Arena, Ken Patera 
and Crusher Blackwell lost the AWA 
World tag team championship to Bar- 
on Von Raschke and The Crusher. On 
May 7, neither Patera nor Blackwell 
held a place in Sheik Adnan Al- 
Kaissie’s future plans. The Sheik, who 
had spent a half-million dollars to put 
the team together, was busy on the 
phone trying to procure the services of 
new men to take their places. 

After waiting out a suspension im- 
posed by AWA officials, Patera left on 
a tour of Japan. Blackwell remained in 
the area, however, still under contract 
to Al-Kaissie. The Saudi manager had 
also contracted Bruiser Brody and Ab- 
dullah the Butcher to wrestle for him. 

Al-Kaissie- teamed Blackwell and 
Abdullah, leaving Brody to wrestle in 
singles competition. The Abdullah- 
Blackwell tag team suffered from lack 
of communication. In fact, there were 
times when fans thought the two men 
would begin to fight it out between 
themselves. 

In June, Blackwell won a $100,000 
battle royal in the St. Paul Civic Cen- 
ter. The last three men in the ring were 
Blackwell, Abdullah, and Brody. Some 
thought the. three stablemates would 
split the prize three ways. They were 
wrong. Blackwell eliminated both men 
to capture the $100,000.

But you gained a bad reputation in the 
WWE. For the good of your great 
career, I feel you should go after the 
NWA or AWA belt.

Sawyer’s emotional turmoil would nev- 
er have gone back to the NWA. Vic- 
tims rarely return to the scene of the 
crime. Sawyer’s few close friends urged 
him to stay with Albano. It was too 
early to prove anything to the NWA; 
give the psychological scars time to 
heal over, they pleaded. Sawyer ig- 
nored them. 

One noturprised by Sawyer’s deci- 
sion was Lou Albano. According to a 
source close to Albano, the Captain

knew Sawyer wasn’t going to stay with 
him in the WWF from the first. 
Whenever Albano tried to discuss his 
upcoming opponent, Sawyer was 
studying what was happening in the 
NWA, That was all he talked about. 
Buzz was obsessed with going back 
there and establishing himself again. 
He never felt comfortable outside that 
territory. What he demanded of him- 
self could only be satisfied by making 
right where it had all gone wrong. 
Sawyer had become a fan favorite 
because he couldn’t stand the pressure 
of being hated; it happens to too many 
fine wrestlers. The hollow that is Hulk 
Hogan is a prime example. Sawyer 
knew being a fan favorite was destroy- 
ing him, The cheers were a drug. Saw- 
yer had to flee. 


But you can’t run away; you’ve got 
to confront it. Sawyer knew that. He 
was waiting until he felt secure enough 
to return. I’ve seen guys get battered 
by the fans’ praise, but Sawyer had it 
worse than anyone I’ve ever seen. 

Sawyer could become NWA champ, 
but I don’t think he will. He’s still 
psychologically banged up, which is 
understandable considering he had to 
struggle with both the fans and his 
family. 

Because the fans couldn’t appreciate 
Buzz Sawyer for the brilliant athlete he 
was and is, the man is weakened and 
wounded. Though he must know this, 
it doesn’t matter to him. He can’t wait 
any longer to vindicate himself and 
confront the NWA fans. It’s an act of 
courage that’s both admirable and 
frightening. Those who know Sawyer 
best say the man is battling a terror it’s 
hoped the rest of us will never have to 
understand. ; 

The fans tried to destroy Buzz Saw- 
yer once with love. They almost suc- 
ceeded. Now the question remains 
whether they can finish the job with 
hate. Or will Sawyer crumble and once 
more grovel as a fan favorite? We can 
only wait and see. (Hi

ig she could do about it. Her reign 
vas over. The belt, which for now still 
‘as a picture of Moolah on its front, 
vas around an unfamiliar waist. As 
Moolah sat in isolation, doubtlessly 
dondering whether or not she should 
continue her career, the belt she had 
taken around the world for more than 
a quarter of a century was in another 
dressing room with its new owner. A 
generation of wrestlers had come and 
gone none of them were able to do 
what Wendi Richter had done. 

As Richter celebrated in front of the 
national television cameras with Hulk 
Hogan and Sgt. Slaugter and Dave 
Wolff (her manager of record), Lauper 
took the opportunity to badmouth Al- 
bano and Moolah. Richter, whose 
smile never left her face, spoke only of 
the realization of a dream. She had 
nothing bad to say about the former 
champion. How could a woman wres- 
tler have anything bad to say about the’ 
greatest champion in the history of the 
world? 

In the midst of the celebration, 
WWE champ Hulk Hogan, pointing to 
the belt, suggested that Richter ‘‘get+ 
this ugly picture of the ugly Fabulous 
Moolah off there and get the new 
Marilyn Monroe, the World champion 
on the front of that thing!’ 

1 hope that Richter takes old belt 
and sends it to The Fabulous Moolah.

If we 
didn’t, we’d go into team sports 
where you have to share the 
glory.” 

Jackie Fargo, who brought the 
Rich-Gilbert tag team together last 
April, optimistically speculates that 
his team will get back together, 
but not before they confront the 
problems that led to their 
breakup. 

“| see four things that have led 
to their problems, and don’t let 
anyone tell you there aren’t prob- 
lems. Number one, Tommy feels 
Eddie acted unprofessionally dur- 
ing the match where they lost the 
belts to Hickerson and the Spoil- 
er. Number two, Eddie feels Tom- 
my let him down when he went 
for the singles titles instead of try- 
ing to get the tag team belts 
back. And three, this feud be- 
tween Eddie’s dad and Tommy’s 
cousin threw a big wrench into 
the works. | think Tommy backed 
away' from Eddie at that point. 
That was when he decided to go 
for Ito’s title. Both of these young 
men have a very strong sense of 
family. 

“And number four—probably 
the most important one of all— 
they're not talking about it. You’ve 
gotta communicate if you're 
gonna resolve problems. If you 
keep them pent up inside you, 
they keep banging around inside 
there and it just hurts more.“ They 
gotta talk. If not, you’re not gonna 
see those two boys wrestling to- 
gether again, and that would be a 
shame. A damn shame.” O

champion. 

| could have told Terry to jump 
off the Golden Gate Bridge and 
he would have done it. He trusted 
me. He respected my judgment. 
The worst thing | could do to him 
was betray his trust. That would 
get him angry. 

Wrestling with this situation was 
tougher than wrestling most of my 
opponents. | had to consider that 
by betraying T.A.’s trust, I’d also 
be turning my back on the fans 
who have supported me through- 
out my career. If everything 
worked the way | planned it to, I’d 
vindicate myself. If not, I’d lose 
that support. It was a chance | 
had to take for Terry. 

| had to win the North Ameri- 
can title, but | had to do sovin a 
way that Terry would get very an- 
gry at me. Junkyard Dog, our mu- 
tual friend, was the champion and 
he was in a horrible slump. He 
had grown complacent and 
seemed to be just going through 
the motions. | figured | had the 
chance to kick some sense into 
JYD, which would ultimately help 
his career, and anger T.A. at the 
same time. 

The day before my title match 
against JYD, | walked out on Ter- 
ry during our tag team match 
against The Midnight Express. | 
left him there by himself to lose 
the tag team belts. The next 
night, | strapped a foreign object 
onto my leg and kneelifted my 
way to the North American title. | 
felt bad that | had disgraced the 
belt in that way, but it had to be 
done, 

By the time Terry and | were 
ready to go at it for the title, the 
kid was steaming. | was thrilled 
that the plan had worked. This is 
where the fans might misunder- 
stand. Some might say that | 
could have just let Terry win the 
belt at that point, but | couldn't. 
He would know that | was going 


easy on him and the title would 
mean nothing to him. | tried my 
hardest. | just happened to be in 
the ring with a better, more driv- 
en, man that night. He is, and will 
be, a fine North American 
champion. 

My only regret is that | dis- 
graced the reputation of Tim ‘‘Mr. 
Wrestling’ Woods by taking his 
name and training Ray Hernandez 
to be the new Mr. Wrestling Il, or 
Wrestling Ill as you called him. | 
never let him know my plan, and 
he turned out to be ... well, let's 
just say that it pained me to be 
associated with him. 

My treatment of TV broadcast- 
ers, the fans, and the press was 
just part of the whole plan. T.A. is 
a smart kid. | had to cover all the 
bases. | picked on you in particu- 
lar, Joe, because | know how 
proud you are of your reputation, 
and | knew that you would work 
hard to protect it. | congratulate 
you on your coverage of the en- 
tire sordid affair. You were fair, 
accurate, and honest. 

Now, I’m moving on to the 
Southeastern part of this country. 
Southeast wrestling doesn’t get a 
great deal of coverage in the na- 
tional magazines, but there is a 
great deal of talent there, and | 
plan to work really hard toward 
one of the two singles titles, either 
Austin Idol’s Southeastern title or 
Boris Zurkhov’s Alabama State 
belt. Bob Armstrong and his son 
Scott are also there, and if | can 
help Bob bring his son along, 
teach him some things along the 
way, I'll be glad to. 

| hope I'll be hearing from all of 
you soon. | know | put you all 
through the ringer, but | think it 
was worth it. | made a young 
man’s dream come true, and 
there’s no better feeling in the 
world.
